The air ministry announced four 
days ago that British planes had 
scored two definite torpedo hits and 
one probable hit on the 10,000-ton 
cruiser off southern Norway the 
night of May 17. 

The Prinz Eugen had been at 
Trondheim under repair after a pre- 
vious British attack. 


RUNS BLOCKADE AGAIN 

Arrival at Kiel, big German naval 
base, indicates that for the second 
time the cruiser had run a sea block- 
ade to a German port.. The vessel 
was with the battleships Scharn- 
horst and Gneisenau in the dash 
through the English Channel from 
Brest. 

She had been in that occupied 
French port under British air at- 
tack since participating last May 
in the battle in which the battle- 
ship Bismarck was sunk,

“Deckers had been warned, but be- 
lieved the Germans were only tor- 
turing him again, so he did not tell 
her, She talked with him a few 
minutes and left, only learning days 
later that he had been executed.” 


‘Warning Given 
About Forest 
Fire Dangers 


Fines ranging from $25 to $200, 
with alternative jail sentences, 
may be impor:d on persons found 
guilty, either directly or indirect- 
ly, of causing fires, T. F. Blefgen, 
provincial director of forestry, 
warned Friday when commenting 
on the increased forest fire hazard 
due to the present high wind and 
extremely dry weather, 

Sixty-eight men are now battling 

a timber and old slashing fire 12 
miles northwest of Whitecourt, an- 
other 23 men having been sent out 
Thursday to reinforce the crew al- 
ready fighting the flames with three 
pumps. 

The fire-fighting crew has been 
drawn from lumber camps and 
mills. 

“The present high winds and the 
dry weather has increased the forest 
fire danger,” Mr. Blefgen declared. 
“It is impossible to do more than 
keep the flames confined to one 
area during the daytime. We are 
able to do the most effective fire- 
fighting work at night when the 
wind usually dies down.” 

The forestry director reported 
that fortunately the Whitecourt 
fire was the only one reported 80 
far in the province. “But while we 
are not facing an emergency situ- 
ation yet, we are urging all farm- 
ers, settlers and travellers to do 
everything possible to prevent 
fires in the bush and timber 
areas,” he said. 

Mr. Blefgen recalled that his de- 
partment had been successful in ob- 
taining several convictions under ani 
Act for the Prevention of Prairie 
and Forest Fires (1941), which pro- 

vides severe penalties for persons 
found guilty of permitting fires to 
get out of control.

To Make New Resources 
Unavailable Before 1943 


Oil is the blood of the mechanized armies, and without it the 
blitzkrieg is slowed to a walk, production falters and transportation 
grinds to a virtual stop. Here is condensation by the Associated 
Press of a copyrighted analysis of the European oil situation which

resources will not be available to 
Hitler before 1943, at which time 
the military power of the Allies 
will have reached its full develop- 
ment. ’ 
12,000,000 TONS 

Hitler controls at present a sup- 
ply of from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 
tons of oi] a year. This figure in- 
cludes the European natural oil 
production of 6,000,000 tons, the 
synthetic production of 4,000,000 
tons, and all substitutes—some 2,- 
000,000 tons. Hitler-dominated Eu- 
rope has a yearly minimum con- 
sumption for non-military purposes 
of at least 8,000,000 tons as com- 
pared with 20,000,000 tons before 
the war, 

There remains, therefore, a 
yearly supply of from 2,000,000 to 
4,000,000 tons with which the Axis 
can wage war on all fronts. 

In 1940, Russia produced about 
34,000,000 tons of crfde oil (some 
11 per cent of world production). 

Approximately 85 per cent of 


Russian oil is produced in the 
Caucasus, particularly in ¢he re- 
gion of Baku, where production 


reaches 24,000,000 tons, 

The industrialization of Soviet 
Russia, which proceeded with the 
formation of a powerful motorized 
army, and the collectivization of 
Russian agriculuture, have contri- 
buted to make Russia the second 
largest ‘consumer of petroleum 
products in the world. 

Such a dependence on oi) ex- 
plains the paramount importance of 
safe transport lanes from the Cau- 
casus to the fighting front of Rus- 
sia and to the civilian hinterland. 


DESPERATE POSITION 

The Germans were in Rostoy in 
Nov. 22, 1941, but if they had press- 
ed on to Astrakhan, or even to the 
bend of the Volga near Stalingrad, 
Russia would have been in a des- 
perate position which could have 
been alleviated only for a few 
months by the use of the stocks of 
several million tons of oil in the 
Urals and on the Volga. 

The whole military and econ- 
omic system would have dried 
up, and the Russian war would 
have degenerated from modern 
warfare to a sort of Chinese 
guerilla fight. 

The military setback of the Ger- 
mans in the last days of November, 
1941, averted this seriouus threat to 
Russia and the Allies for many 
months and has enabled Russia to 
replenish her military and civilian 
stocks in the winter months by rail 
and now by the vast river and canal 
system, 

Hitler's real need for oil started 
with the Russian campaign, The 
author does not believe he i ex- 
aggerating in estimating German 
oil consumption in Russia alone, 
until the beginning of December, 
1941, at 1,000,000 tons a month, from 
December to April consumption 
may have been reduced to 600,000 
tons, 


DRIVE FOR OIL 

Had Hitler realized the strength 
of Russian resistance, he might 
rather have decided to drive for 
the oil of Iraq and Iran. Iraq pro- 
duces 4,000,000 tons and Iran 10,000,- 
000 tons a year. But the produc- 
tion of both can be increased, 

Hitler will not be able to main- 
tain the initiative, as he has done 
up to now, unless be gains con- 
trol of the Caucasian oil fields or 
Iraq and Iran. Ever a relative 
scarcity in ofl supplies may lead 
to the limiting of vital troop 
movements and activities. 

All depends, of course, on the

HEAVY LOSSES 

Vessels have been going down 
in North American waters at the 
rate of approximately 1% a day. 
Losses in other waters cannot be 
estimated, but if sinkings in the 
North and South Atlantic, the 
Pacific, the Arctic, the Indian 
Ocean, the Red Sea and the Medi- 
terranean no more than equal the 
losses in western waters, it would 
mean three ships a day. It may 
be more. 

Combined Canadian and Amer- 
ican shipyards, being geared to 
top speed, have passed the mark 
of 1'3 @ day and are appratch- 
ing two a day. Before the end 
of the year it is expected to be 
three a day and even better than 
that next year. This year's goal 
is 8,000,000 tons and next year's 
12.000,000 to 15,000,000. 

British and American planners 
hope to overcome the underseas 
menace by herculean efforts in the 
shipyards and by intensified surface 
and aerial activity against subma- 
tines.

In Ontario, the anti-government 
press (and the Montreal Gazette 
should be included) is exploiting 
the Quebec situation to the limit 
and always the attack is upon the 
government, For a few days after 
Mr. Cardin’s resignation these 
critics were obviously confused. But 
they have resumed their agitation 
for a so-called “National” govern- 
ment, 

Undoubtedly the government is 
united behind the policy of retain- 
ing the voluntary system until it 
fails and of then dealing with con- 
scription, There might well be dif- 
ferences in cabinet at this point as 
to whether conscription should be 
imposed forthwith by  order-in- 
council or only after a vote of con- 
fidence by the Commons. But up 
to the point where conscription be- 
comes necessary, 
is in agreement. 


GROWING CLAMOR 

Whether the government can 
maintain this middle ground, how- 
ever, is regarded as doubtful in 
view of the growing clamor against 
conscription in Quebec and against 
the government in Ontario. The 
one extreme reacts of the other and 
the danger, as seen here, is that at 
some point the middle ground be- 
comes untenable. For example if 
the French-Canadian members who, 
when eastern Ontario and New 
Brunswick are included number 
more than 60, vote solidly against 
the amendments (one French Cana- 
dian cabinet minister excepted) 
many believe that by this act Que- 
bec will have made the middle 
course impossible. What would 
then happen, however, is a matter 
of pure speculation. But it is quite 
possible that Mr. King, before the 
vote is reached, will make it clear 
that in such an event he would 
resign. 

Meantime there is a growing be- 
lief that the sooner the issue is faced 
the better. In. this event, the de- 
bate will be brought on earlier 
than expecied 

This crisis, in a word, is no longer 
a government crisis. It has become 
two extremist groups—one of which 
is emotionally unbalanced in_ its 
dislike of conscription and the other 
equally unbalanced in its hatred of 
the government.

FIRST WITNESS 

Constable Leyland was the first 
witness recalled to the stand 
Thursday, giving evidence of his 
knowledge of the Bennett family 
and the murdered man and the 
troubles involved, He had prose- 
cuted DeVitt in 1936 on an assault 
charge against another neighbor— 
James Wilson, for committing bod- 
ily harm with a broadaxe, for which 
DeVitt served two months. 

He later served three months on 
two charges—that of assault and 
pointing firearms at a son of Ben- 
nett’s—Henry—for which DeVitt 
again served three months. This 
was on June 22, 1938, 

“Did you see the accused, Chas. 
Bennett, thdt year?” “Yes, at my 
office. He asked me to write a 
letter to DeVitt to tell him to keep 
away from his home, because of 
trouble between Bennett and his 
wife over’ DeVitt.” 

“Why?” “Because DeVitt had 
been bothering his wife.

“Following that request I went to 
See DeVitt and told him to stay 
away,” 

“I was there on another oc- 
casion.” said the witness, “In an in- 
vestigation into the death of the ac- 
cused’s daughter, who wag married 
to Devitt.”

From Edmonton and the surrounding 
country 5,641 young men have joined the 
R.C.A.F. since war was declared. What 
has been going on here has been going on 
all over the Dominion. It is not even 
claimed that this. district has made a 
record in the matter of enlistments, 
though this may well be. And there is no 
sign of a slackening of the pace. The Air 
Minister said the other day he has no re- 
cruiting troubles in sight for six months 
at least, 

For whatever reason, aviation appeals 
to the youth of Canada more than it does 
to the youth of many other countries, The 
outlook is that enlistments will not only 
continue at the present rate but will in- 
crease, though population sets definite 
bounds to the number of young men who 
will be available. While the force now 
numbers more than 100,000 men, this pop- 
ulation limit has not been approached and 
an ultimate force of three times the size is 
easily possible. The capacity of the 
schools has as yet been the only limit 
to the numbers in training. 

When President Roosevelt referred to 
Canada as the “‘airdrome of the democra- 
cies,” he was thinking of the Common- 
wealth Air Training system. The term is 
not inappropriate also because of the re- 
markable growth of the R.C.A.F. 


Supply Control 


One control leads to another. Canadian 
cattle have been shipped to the United 
States in such numbers that a beef short- 
age was reported from some eastern mar- 
kets, With a ceiling on beef prices in Can- 
ada, the U.S, market became attractive, 
and the quarterly quota allowed entry to 
the United States filled up away ahead of 
time. 

To relieve the beef scarcity, a con- 
trol organization is being set up by the 
Prices and Trade Board. This organiza- 
tion will buy export cattle at the prices 
which could be obtained in the United 
States, and divert these to home markets, 
if and when such action becomes neces- 
sary. The producers will thus receive the 
prices they would have secured had their 
animals gone across the line, while the 
consumer will be assured a sufficient sup- 
ply of beef without the price ceiling being 
hoisted. 

The “fact behind the news” of course 
is that the Dominion will have to make up 
any difference between domestic cattle 
prices and the prices paid for cattle which 
could be exported but which are kept for 
the home market. This will cost the tax- 
payers something, but only a trifle of the 
cost of letting “inflation” come into play 
as the result of scarce beef. 


No Safety Anywhere 


It was Mannheim’s turn this week to 
be reminded that the western air front 
stretches across Germany, and that every 
munitions centre there is a target. It was 
the 54th raid the city has experienced, and 
the worst of the series. Two hundred or 
more R.A.F. bombers took part. As one 
squadron alone dropped 40,000 incendiary 
bombs on the place, while the others show- 
ered it with assorted explosive types, 
Goebbels will have some trouble convinc- 
ing the residents that it was only a “nui- 
sance” raid and didn’t do much damage.

In 
recent months munitions factories in the 
Reich and the occupied ¢ountries have 
been blown out of existence faster than 
new ones could be built, while in Allied 
countries the expansion of plants and out- 
put has been practically unhindered by 
enemy action. 

In these conditions it is inevitable that 
Allied production should catch up the 
start gained by the Axis and attain a vol- 
ume not possible to the enemy. There is 
reason to suppose, as this correspondent 
says, the problem of the Fuehrer is now 
not to keep ahead of the Allies, but to 
keep up with them.

This Is Treason 


Up to the time of the plebiscite 
on April 27, the matter of con- 
scription for overseas was a fair 
subject for adverse comment. 

Once, however, the Canadian 
people had expressed their will 
and the majority spoke out em- 
phatically in favor of overseas 
conscription, that policy took on 
the force of law. To all intents 
and purposes it became a law, 
lacking only the formality of 
passage by the Parliament. 

For it is the majority of the 
people who make laws. Parlia-

This was the question on 
which the Inquiring Reporter 
sought opinion. 
THE ANSWERS 

ALD. F. J. MITCHELL: It is no 
accident that the first Nazi of- 
fensive of 1942 should have been 
launched against the Soviet lines 
in the Kerch peninsula, This nar- 
row strip of land is virtually the 
key to- the Caucasus oil fields. 
Hitler's mechanized divisions 
made their greatest single effort 
to force the defences of the 
Crimea in the dark days of Oc- 
tober and November last year, For 
a time it looked as if he would 
succeed and the road to India 
thrown open to the invaders. 
Heroic resistance of the Russian 
defenders saved the United Na- 
tions from disaster in the Middle 
East then. It looks as if they are 
about to do the same thing once 
again. 

. . * 

FRED KENNEDY, clerk: The first 
German offensive, launched sev- 
eral days ago, has been hurled 
back, The second attempt to force 
their way into the eastern Crimea 
and on to the Caucasus is now 
under way. This campaign will 
probably reach its peak of inten- 
sity within the next two weeks, 
and I am confident that Germany, 
faced with an increasingly serious 
manpower shortage, will fight des- 
perately to force the issue before 
their mechanized equipment is 
called upon to fight on other 
fronts now beginning to dry out 
sufficiently. +

No Deliveries 
Of Milk Prior 
To7 A.M. Urged 


Milk delivery wagons engaged 
on the retail delivery of milk and 
cream on city streets will not be 
Permitted to use city thorough- 
fares prior to 7 a.m. if a bylaw 
recommended by the bylaws com- 
mittee of the city council ip ac- 
cepted by the parent body.

the Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve, 
who have added to their strength 
an auxiliary force of air raid war- 
dens and other volunteer workers. 

For efficiency and effectiveness 
the entire city has been subdivided 
into 88 “sectors,” with an average 
population of 1,100. Bach sector 
has its own headquarters, called 
the “wardens’ post,” in charge of a 
sector chief warden and his deputy, 
and manned by a staff of air raid 
wardens, V.V.R. special police, first 
alders, messengers. 

Each “warden's post” is respon- 
Sible for the protection of all life 
and property within that sector; 
and, therefore, in an emergency, 
controls all civilians then present 
in that sector, and regulates their 
activities, 

Only through the wardeh and the 
warden's post can you receive medi- 
cal aid or assistance from the police, 
fire department, or from any of the 
utilities. 

Every sector is attached to one 
of the twenty district controls, call- 
ed first aid posts, established at 
suitable locations. The first aid 
posts are numbered from 1 to 20. 
Sectors bear the same number as 
the first aid post to which they are 
attached, and are lettered (‘'A,” 
“B," etc.) 

In an emergency, each — sector 
must, and will, be treated as an 
isblated community, which has vol- 
untarily placed itself under the com: 
plete control of the sector chief 
warden, 5 i 

Every sector is subdivided into 
warden patrols, with either an air 
raid warden or V.V.R, assigned to 
each patrol. Wardens wil] wear 
either the armband of the air raid 
warden or that of the V-.V.R. 

Citizens are being told “Your war- 
| den is your friend—your only source 
of help in time of trouble—and he 
\is voluntarily devoting his time to 
helping you to help yourself. 
| «“Give him your full co-operation, 
seek his advice, and act on it. 

“Make sure everyone in your 
household, or in your employ, thor- 
oughly understands everything that 
Is contained in this book of instruc- 
tions.” 

Three thousand copies of the 
A.R.P. booklets for use of the work- 
ers and civilians are to be distribut- 
ed about June 10.

ways of mobilizing labor. 
Declaring it is clearly realized 
the battle of the Atlantic can be won 
only by Herculean efforts of Brit- 
ish and North American shipyards, 
these authorities pointed out: 
1—British launchings exceeded 
1,500,000 tons in 1941, in addition to 
large launching for the Royal Navy. 
2—The yards are building ves- 
sels of more than 10,000 tons in 100 
days from keel to test. 

3—A _ 14,600-ton deadweight oil 
tanker has been delivered in a day 
less than eight months from the 
laying of the keel. 

These facts are remarkable, it was 
said, because warship construction 
has encroached on what are norm- 
ally mercantile facilities, and .be- 
cause for seven months each year 
work has to be carried on in con- 
ditions of the winter blackout.

die today ordered the United 
States attorney at Detroit to seek 
an indictment for treason again&t 
Max Stephan for allegedly aiding 
Peter Krug, a German air force 
lieutenant, after the latter's es- 
cape from a war prisoners’ intern- 
ment camp in Canada, 


This is the first time in the pre- 


sent war that prosecution has been 
ordered for treason, a charge which 
carries a penalty ranging from five 
years’ imprisonment and §10,000 


fine up to death. 

Krug was recaptured by federal 
bureau of investigation agents in a 
San Antonio, Tex. hotel, on May 1, 
and returned to the camp at Bow- 
manville, Ont. 

Stephan has been held under $25,- 
000 bond on a charge of harboring 
an enemy of the United States. He 
is alleged to have provided Krug 
with food, lodging end money dur- 
ing a two-day stay in Detroit and 
with arranging the German 
pilot's departure, ostensibly for 
Chicago.

They're on a sort of lend-lease 
arrangement with the Canadian 
army. They xet no pay unless, 
and until, the Japs try to invade, 


own plans—mostly because a lot of 
British Columbia is such wild ter- 
rain that no one but a Ranger could 
make the plans. 


GUERILLA ARMY 


Come the invasion, the army 
could call them out. They'd leave 
their boats, bear traps, lumber 


camps, small groceries, desks—and 
slip off to prearranged spots in the 
wilds. ‘They're a guerilla army, 
really, but they don’t like the word, 
They prefer “Rangers.” 

They're headed by a regular army 
officer, Col. Thomas AY H. Taylor, 
who's running the show from the 
headquarters of the Canadian Paci- 
fic command at Victoria, B.C, 

The Canadians have decided to 
organize the Rangers for two good 
reasons. 

First, B.C., is such wild country 
there still are only three ways to 
get around: By boat up the coast, 
by plane over the mountains, or by 
foot through the woods, It's no 
place for tanks or jeeps. 

And eecond, B.C, is peopled 
by men who live—or have lived— 
by the gun. They're trappers or 
fishermen or retired British army 
men who live there because they 
live to bunt, 

The Canadians have several army 
camps along the coast, And that’s 
a happy circumstance for the United 
States, because British Columbia 
lies just north of Seattle, And 
Seattle is the home of the Flying 
Fortress. 

But the Canadian soldiers come 
from all over Canada, and some of 
them would be lost after they'd 
walked 50 yards into the forest, 


EYES OF ARMY 

That's where the Rangers come 
in. They're to be the eyes and eears 
of the army, should an invasion be 
tried, 

Right now the Rangers are meet- 
ing in 53 different places around 
B.C., planning just where to trap 
invaders. They know places they'd 
permit the Japs t infiltrate for 30 
miles—because 30 miles inland is 
a narrows where they could wipe 
out the entire invasion force, They 
know canyons where they plan to 
scale 150-foot trees and just snipe.

Pacifist Told 
Arranged Peace 
World Betrayal 


LONDON, May 22—(CP)—The 
Duke of Bedford, outspoken pacl- 
fist and advocate of a negotiated 
peace with Germany, told the 
House of Lords yesterday the war 
Was “disastrous and unnecessary” 
and urged easy post-war treat- 
ment of the Germans, 

Viscount Cranborne, speaking for 
the government, retorted that Ger- 
many would be treated economically 
like any other country “if she be- 
haves decently” but that after the 
“murder and rapine” perpetrated 
by the Nazis a negotiated peace 
would be “an unpardonable betrayal 
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oast 


of our country and the world in 
general.” 

The Duke of Bedford's speech wae 
his maiden effort before the House 
of Lords. in which he took his seat 
only last December after a self- 
Styled “boycott” since he succeeded 
to his title in August, 1940. r 

He contended the war was 

brought about by “irresponsible 
politicians” to uphold a Polish al- 
liance to which the British people 
never would have consented had 
they known the whole truth. 

At one piont in the debate he de- 
clared, “don’t forget that when our 
national victory was at stake we 
were perfectly prepared to kill the 
French.” 

(The Duke presumably was re- 
ferring to the battle of Oran, July 3, 
1940. Action was taken against part 
of the French fleet based at that Al- 
gerian port to prevent the possibil- 
ity of the ships being turned over 
to the Germans.)
